The editor of the Aikin Journal, South Car 
olina, gives an interesting account of a visit 
to the “farm”eof J. C. Derby, Eeq., nee 
Aikin. He says that a few yards from th: 
house, embowered with trees, is a temporary 
shed, under which were seated rows of women 
preparing and canning peaches, figs, and t- 
matoes. At one end of the shed a furnace 
and-boiler facilitated the work. In an adjoin- 
ing*house several men and boys were making 
the cans. The machinery used for making 
the cans was made in Brooklin, New York, 
eapecially for the Derby Farm. The cans 
are manufactured with great nicety and pre 
cision by J. A. Shrader, of New York, ard 
the putting up of the fruits and vegetables is 
entirely under his superviston, and by a 
method peculiarly his own, We have tested 
peaches canned by Mr. Shrader, two years 
since on the Derby Farm, that are as fresh 
and palatable as when first put up. 

Our aitention was next called to the wire 
cellar. This department is under the speci: 1 
direction of Mons. L. Merzeau. He has de- 
monstrated that good wine can be made from 
our native grapes without the aid of alcohol. 
He would not allow us to depart until we had 
sampled sme thirty different barrels of his 
Catawba, Burgundy, and Scuppernong wines 
of the vintage of 1870. The greater part of 
the samples were sound, with a rich boquet, 
clear, with w bright and beautiful color, an- 
swering to the best varieties known under 
their respective brands. We were more than 
gratified at being able to congratulate Mons 
Merzeau on his triumphant success.

The great Southern captain obviously com- 
nitted a blunder in not following up the vic 
tory of the first days’ fight, and thus taking 
possession of the strong, strategic points 
which werealterwards seized and held by the 
enemy, Or he might have declined a contest 
ander the circumstances and have moved his 
majestic columps to the right along the Em- 
nitsburg road in the direction of Washington, 
and thus have forced the Federal command 

r toabandon his impregnable position and 
follow him,which Gen. Meade was in no con- 
lition to do without the most fatal results to 
ir own army. 

But the greatest military geniuses are liable 
to err, and a more sublime and noble utter- 
snce never fell from the lips of General Lee 
ihan, when recounting his reverses at Geitys- 
yurg, he said with tears in his eyes, “it was 
ny fault; it was my fault.” His troops, as a 
yvody, never behaved better than on this 
loody field. Their gallant bearing challenged 
the highest admiration of their enemies and 
the fame of their heroic achievements in 
marching steadily across valleys of blood and 
in stormiog mountains of fire, has filled the 
civilized world. Greater glory never accrued 
t) the Southern arms than was won in the 
ierce and bloody contest under consideration, 
and the truth of this assertion depends upon 
the admission that the Union army never 
made a bolder or braver defense. History 
will record this conflict «as one of 
ihe greatest battles of the world This 
onclusion is inevitable when we take into 
consideration the large numbers and high 
liscipline of the contending troops, the. per- 
fection of the implements of wartare, the 
peculiar feature and wide extent of the field, 
the extraordinary curation of the struggle.

this modern Aceldama. I felt sad, sad in- 
leed, when I gazed on the costly monument, 
with its-bright devices of art, which rises 
woudly from the summit of Cemetery Hill, 
ind when [ beheld the beautifal walks and 
narble coverings which adorn the graves of 
he Union dead in painful contrast with the 
sundreds, yea thousands of Southern soldiers 
whose dust lies neglected and despised In the 
fence corners, the corn rows, and even fn the 
miro yards, which were used as Confederate 
\Ospitals. Such a spectacle as this is suffi- 
cient to call up Milton's indignant apostro- 
phe. 

: “Avenge, O Lord, thy slaughtered ones, 
whose bones lie bleaching,” etc.

When 
the work of disinterment commences, it would 
be an appropriate time to remove the remains 
of our loved ones to the different States to 
which they belonged.
